HENRT GEORGE 


AT ILLINOIS HALL. 


Cities and Increasing Poverty 
and Wretchedness Dwelt Upon 
A Remedy in the Single Tax. 


Henry George arrived in the city yes 
terday morning and went immediately 
to the Hollenbeck Hotel, where he re- 
mained during the afternoon, receiv- 
ing visits from converts to his doc- 
trines. It has now been several years 
since Mr. George visited the Pacific 
Coast and Los Angeles, and since that 
time he has achieved fame in two hem- 
ispheres, His wife, who accompanies 
him, formerly lived in Los Angeles, 
and is quite bewildered in attempting 
to recognize old landmarks which the 
growth of the past few years has 


almost obliterated-. Mr. George bim- 


self, whose newspaper life in San Fran- 
cisco has almost been driven out of his 
head by the stirring scenes which have 
fallen to his lot in the East and Europe, 
at first felt as if he had entered a new 
country. He soon regained: his Cali- 
fornia equipose, however, and chatted 
away about old times with some of bis 
visitors as if he had never written 
books upon such intricate social prob- 
lems as the Single Tax“ and kindred 
subjects, 


* 


The delay in the running of the 
trains, which rendered his appearance 

in Los Angeles Friday night impossi- 
ble, was the subject of some comment, 

but, in his conversation, as in bis ad- 
dress, it seemed to furnish him with 
material for additional arguments 
against the existing order of things. 

At 8 o’clock last night IIlinois Hall, 

on South Fort street, was crowded 
with a curious audience, eager to hear 
the lecture of the preacher of the 
“single-tax’’ ideas. There were about 
one thousand people in the ball. in- 

cluding in their number many promi- 
nent citizens. 

Upon the platform were the famous 

alph E. Hoyt. Mr. 

George is not an impressive-looking 
man. He is short and compactly | 
built, with a sturdy, 1 look 
about him, which pats 1 auditors 
perfectly at ease with him. His head’ 
is not covered with much hair, but he 
wears a full beard, cropped a little 
short, and it is of a reddish. tinge, ex- 
cept where time has silvered it. He is 
not a ready speaker, and not an orator, 
but presents his ideas in a plain, quite 
ogical manner, which closely holds 
the attention of those who listen to 


m. 

Mr. Hoyt, in presenting him to the 
audience in a few remarks, said that 
the noblest hero of the age is not the 
man who leads armies iuto wars and 
drenches the earth in blood, but the 
man who with tongue and pen fights 
the battles of the working people. 
Such a man the audience had with 
them, in the Hon. Henry George, a 
master thinker and bold reformer. He 
did not expect that allin the audience 
would agree with him in the ideas 
which he holds, but bespoke a careful 
attention to them. 

Mr. George then a@dressed the audi- 
ence, his remarks occupying about an 
hour and a half, and he was closely 
followed, sometimes being interrupted 
by applause. ; 
“My first essay at speaking,“ he 
said, was made in Southern Califor- 
nia. When 1 first came down they 
would insist on calling me colonel; the 
next bill was professor. I see Mr. 
Hoyt has introduced me as Hon. 
Henry George. It I had been elected 
to the Legislature I would, I trust, still 
be honorable; but as I was defeated, I 
think I have aright to the benefit of 
the defeat. 
“I was sorry to be delayed and not 
reach here last night. But the road I 
was 2 upon had but one track, 
and the obstructions could not be cir- 
cumvented. All these roads are oné- 
horse roads. There ought to be two 
rails. And 1 will say: What has that 
todo with my subject? Well, I sup- 
a that it has a great deal to do with 
t. The system of taxation makes 
rails artificially dear, and the roads are 
unable to lay two rails. 

‘In London, Paris and Amsterdam 
our State of California,” continued the 
speaker,“ seems like a very small place. 
But after the sage-brush plains, it 
looks like God’s — what the 
early people said it was. I have taken 
pleasure in looking around your city, 
and noting the wonderful transforma- 


tion that has taken place. In place of 
a straggling village I have founda 
beautitul city. I remember the pic- 


tures’ of the future. painted in San 
Francisco years ago, and I remem- 
ber thinking: What good will it be 
to me when San Francisco grows to be 
a large city? and I could not answer 
it. From the village to the city, and 
then comes want and destitution. The 
gentleman who walked around with 
me today told me of the hard times, 
and there comes in the social problem. 
You will seeitin Belfast,in London, 
in the world everywhere. I was speak- 
ing with an old friend of mine in your 
city. today, Col. Ayers, of an old 
printer I knew, who dropped from 
affluence. to poverty, and a contribu- 
tion was taken up to bury him. And 
there comes in the social problem. 

What is the social problem? All 
over the civilized world you finda 
class of men on the very verge of 
starvation—an increasing class, who 
must. supported by charity. The 
statistics show that during the past 
tifty poms the percentage of criminals 
has increased 600 percent. The per- 
centage of marriages is falling. The 
figures show a rot. The standard of 
intelligence is higher, wealth is more 
evenly diffused, but the great mass of 
eople are poorer than they’ought to 
— in such an age. The great masses 
of people must work hard, and there 
are many people willing and anxious

The soeial problem that confronts our 
civilization, has its roots in a wrong. 
We have made the use of land the ex- 
clusive right of a portion of , the peo- 
ple; that there is a large class which is 
denied all right to the land which they 
need to produce their living.“ 

The speaker then went into a discus- 
sion on the land question, in which he 
said: 3 

“No one dare deny the equal right 
of all men to land. It must be ad- 
mitted that all men, by nature, are 
entitled to land. The individual pos- 
session of land is necessary to its best 


ble until that is secured—it is neces- 
sary in order that. the —— 
forces may perfectly work. If six men 
own a ship theirrights may be assured 
in other ways than by sawing it in six 
pieces. Therefore the question how to 
secure that right to land is subject to 
qualifications. It is not possible to 
make the division mentioned, now, in 
-the complex system of society. Cities 
are rising, and in order to make equal- 
ity in that way it would be necessary 
to muke a fresh division every year. 
„But we can use the revenue derived 
from the land. We can take the value 
attaching to land and use it for social 
needs. That is the method proposed 
by us. We propose to divide the land 
by taking, through the methods of tax- 
ation, that value attaching to land 
styled rent, which John Stuart Mill 
called the unearned increment. We 
propose totake that and abolish all 
taxes that bear upon thrift and labor. 
‘From a mere fiscal aspect we waut 
more wealth. Nine-tenths of the 
American ple have good need for 
webith. What a stupid thing then, to 
tux the production of wealth. We tax 


people for bringing wealth into the coun- 


try! The most prosperous country is 
that which contains the greatest 
wealth. We don’t mean by wealth 
population or land, but that there are 
more of all those things that human 
effort is constantly producing. 

s it not stupid, therefore, to propose 
taxes upon the people who propose to 
bring such things into the country. 
We talk of protecting our ple by 
these taxes—against what? Dry goods, 
groceries, cigars? I don't want any 
such protection. ad 
“When I was here before most of 
the 2ounties had dog taxes. They were 
designed to lessen the number of dogs. 
Tax the thing you want to get rid of. 
Not satisfied with that, you have the 
house-tax, the farm-tax. You tax all 
the things you want, not only here but 
in all the States. You can no more 
tax houses than dogs without lessening 
the number. We have taxed our ships 
off the high seas. Tax dry goods; there 
will be fewer dry goods in the country. 
In England today you may see in old 
buildings the results of the old window 
tax. To tax anything produced’ by 
human labor is to lessen the amount. 
But you may tax land values all 
you please and there will not be a 
square inch less land, nor will it be less 
valuable to the man who uses it. It 
will only choke off the man who wants 
to own the land, not for the purpose of 
using it, but for the purpose of selling 
it to some one at a high price who does 
want to use it. Do that and the labor 
question is solved. | 50 
“This surplus of unemployed men, 
constantly reducing wages, constantly 
forming labor trusts, isthe labor ques- 
tion. We talk of over-production. 
How can thege be any such thing while 
human wan@ exist? Too many clothes 


and shoes, Wen there are so man 
without There can be no s 
thing unt ave enough; it is ab- 
surd to say 

Want of @aployment? How did our 
first father g it? He found only the 


earth, and went to work, and men are 
doing it today. All our production is 
merely the working of the earth. It is 
merely the changing of the natural 
element we call land. We sometimes 
speak of labor —s but we are not 
creators, merely producers. All pro- 
ductive work is 
of labor with land. If there is 
not work for the unemployed is it 
because there is not labor enough or 
land enough? Absurd. There is no 
natural reason for over-production. 
The reason we say so is simple, 
nowhere does labor go but the specu- 
lator goes abeadyand takes up the land;

„Take New York,which is the center 
of the wealth -of the country, where

building of a house and the materials, 
and the tax on the values of land would 
do away with all the injustice. Here 
in the City of Angels you have object 
lessons enough. You are suffering 
from the collapse of a boom.

They Mutiny and are Given Hydro- 
pathic Treatment. 

Jailer Darcy has been having a 
rather lively time with the county 
chaingang.

Did He Assist in a $15,000 Rob- 
bery ? 
The man Garrett, who was recently .

MANAGER. ROBINSON'S EXIT 
WITH FLYING COLOKS. 


The Court Sees No Reason Why a 
Man Cannot Protect His Prop- 
erty In a Great Emergency Like 


Judge Stanton’s courtroom was 
etowded again yesterday afternoon, it 
being generally understood that the 
cases against Supt. Robinson and 
Track Overseer Seymour of the cable 


road, and Supt. Hawks of the Main- 


street line, for obstructing the streets, 

would come up for trial at this time. 
During the recent heavy rains the 
railroad companies, to -protect their 
lines, and keep their cars in operation, 
were compelled to place sandbags at 
points along the streets, to prevent the 
power-houses from being completely 
swamped and the tracks flooded, and 

it was for endeavoring to protect their 
property, and at the same time serve 
the public, that the officers had been ar- 
rested, on complaints sworn out by 
the Street Superintendent. The cable. 
Gompany was represented by S. C. H 
bell, fee. and the Main-street line 
Stephen M. W hite, Esq., but the cor- 
porations seemed to have made com- 
mon cause, and both of these attorneys 
appeared in the case of Messrs. Robin- 

son and Seymour, which, by stipula- 
tion, were taken up first. The peo 
were represented by Assistant City 
Attorney Crutcher. 

Notime was wasted in prelimina- 
ries, and on the case being called, and 
both sides stating that they were ready 
to proceed, the hearing of testimony 
‘was at once begun, the first witness 
for the prosecution being Gilbert 
Hays, a former employé of the cable 
company, who, however, when he 
was put on the stand, knew nothing 
whatever about the case, and was 
dismissed after a few questions by 
Mr. Crutcher, there being no cross- 
examiuation. . 

J. M. Howe, Frank McCune and 
Cape Ellis were then called in rapid 
succession, but their evidence was un- 
important, as they knew nothing what- 
ever about the case, and after a few

S. Seymour, track foreman of the 
cable company, was the next witness 
called by the people. Mr. Seymour 
freely admitted that, by crder of Supt.

the examination. Capt. Knox testi- 
fied that he had formerly been City 
Engineer, and was familiar with the 
— and reservoirs. At this 
point a map of the city was 
produced, and Capt. Knox explained 

position of the power-house, and 
showed the natural course of the Ar- 
royo de los Reyes. He explained that 
the grading of certain streets had had 
the effect of diverting the water from 
its natural course, and turning it down 
certain streets. He also showed the 
position of reservoir No. 4, and stated 
that he knew that it had been opened 
at the time stated. He had examined 
the location of the power-house last 
October with a view to suggesting 
means by which it could be relieved 
from the immense volume of water 
that poured down upon it in rain- 
storms at the rate of 1500 to 1659 gal- 
lons a second. If this water had been 
allowed to run into the power-house, 
‘the entire building would have been 
inundated in an hour or two. 

At this point Mr. Crutcher objected 
to the line of Mr. Knox’s testimony, 
when Mr. White said that they ex- 
pected to prove that, had not the 
company taken the precautions they 
had, not ouly would the costly machin- 
ery and power-house have — de- 
stroyed, but that there would have 
deen actual dauger to human life. 

Judge Stanton decided that the 
company had a right to show this, and 
Capt. Knox then continued at some 
Jength in relating facts in regard to 
the change of street grades, the diver- 
gion of the natural water- courses, and 
the general negligence of the city in 
‘failing to make proper provision for 
the disposal of storm water. 

HI. Z. Osborne, editor of the Express, 
and Mayor Hazara testified at some 


length. They said that they 
were frequently at the power- 
house on Grand avenue during 


the great storms and floods, and spoke 
of the perilous condition which they 
considered the power-house was in 
owing to the enormous volumes of 
water which, notwithstanding all the 


efforts of Sent, Robinson and his staff, | 
poured over the streets and sidewalks 
into the foundations of the building. 
They. approved of the efforts ‘being 
made to save the property, and de- 
scribed the placing’of sandbags in the 
street. 

Dr. J. Ci Zahn, a property-owner, 
residing on Flower street, testified as 
to the great damage committed to 
property, not only on account of the 


storms, but particularly with regard to |" 


the enormous volumes of water dis- 
charged from reservoir No. 4, upon the 
occasion of every rainfall, and it was 
this culpable treatment of the storm- 
water that occasioned the greatest dis- 
uster to private propery. and street 
surfaces on Flower and Hope streets, 
the damage to the streets being con- 
siderably greater above Seventh street, 


on Hope, than below the point on that 


street, at which the sandbags were 
placed. 

Theodore A. Eisen of the firm 
‘of Curlett, Eisen & Cuthbertson, 
architects, ‘testified that he was 
the architect employed by the 


company in the designing aud erec 


tion ot all their power-houses, That 
he is personally familiar with the dan- 
ger in which the power-houses, espe- 
cially that on the corner of Grand av- 
enue and (eventh-street, were placed 
dnring the whole of the late hea 
storms, and that notwithstanding all 
efforts made, night and day, by the 
company, under Supt. Robinson’s per- 
sonal supervision, the foundations of 
‘the - building facing Grand avenue 


ing flooded to an extremely. ‘dangerous 


extent, the furnaces being 

The building was only saved by the as- 
sistance of the fire brigade, who for 
many hours rendered urgent service 
in pumping the water out of the foun- 
dations, etc. 

J. C. Robinson, vice-president and 
superintendent of the company, de- 
scribed in detail all that was done in 
respect to guarding against the flood- 
ing, and his reasons for so doing. The 
damage sustained by the company, the 
depth of water in the power-houses at 
the different times, the injury to the 
building, plant, track, ete. Mr. Rob- 
inson said in examination that the 
building at the corner of Seventh and 
8250.60 avenue was erected at a cost of 
$2 


the disabters of the storm of October 
last, which took the company by sur- 
rise, and which filled the power- 
house at the rate of 250,000 gallons 


of the capacity of 50,000 gallons per 
hour, and it was only by the exertions 
of the fire brigade with their powerful 
steamer, working for twelve or thirteen 
consecutive hours, that the building 
was saved from utter collapse. The 
boilers have subsided to some —2 
and the damage sustained is hard to 

estimate. Power-houses cannot be 
built entirely on the surface of the 
streets, so as to prevent the influx of 
wuter, unless there be a proper system 
of drainage. In concluding his evi- 
dence Mr. Robinson remarked that 
Los Angeles is the only city in the 
United States, or in the world, where 
there is a cable system, without an effi- 


ple | cient system for dealing with storm 


water. 

Mr. Seymour corroborated the ‘evi: 
dence of Mr. Robinson, after which 
Zanjero Dalton was briefly examined, 
and the defense announced that this 
closed their case. 

There was no time wasted in argu- 
ments, and without any preliminaries 
Judge Stanton announced his decision, 
as follows: 

I have carefully and tiently 
listened to the evidence in thie save, and it 
has shown couclusively that the city, the 
city authorities, and the city at arge, 
have failed to take any proper 
care of the water that descends, coming 
from the hills and covering ey below, 
as they should have done. If not by a sys- 
tem of sewers, a system ot ditches, or some- 
thing should be built for the purpose of 
carrying off this water; and the Court will 
hold in this case the same, as in the case of 
every individual whose property is being de- 
stroyed and the city is not taking any action 
to protect that property, that parties whose 
property would estroyed, are fully jus- 
tified in taking all precautionary measures 
in preventing the water from destroying 
their pro . Taking that view of the 
pcase, the Court finds the defendan 
not guilty and orders their discharge. 
The Judge’s decision was received 
with every mark of approval, and Mr. 
Robinson, after spending a few min- 
utes receiving the congratulations of 
prominent citizens who were present in 
the courtroom, left with his attorneys. 
This ended the case, and it is hardly 
probable that the cable company will 
be annoyed by any such prosecutions 
in the future.

All 1 did for Booth was done 
as a mark of ‘friendship for Cox, who was a 
life-long friend of mine. I did not know 
Booth, but when Cox put him, crippled as 
he was, in that pine thicket in my charge, 
oy eould have tempted me to betray 
m. 7

I 
‘Was given instructions how to reach 
them without being shot — certain 
signs by whistling, etc. Upon reach- 
ing the dense pines I met Herold, to 
whom I explained that I was sent by 
Cox. I was then piloted to where 
on the ground, 
wrapped in a pile of blankets, and his 
face bore traces of pain. Booth asked 
mé many questions ag to what people 
thought of the assassination. @ ap- 
peared to be ptoud of what he had 
done, Lat the time thought he had 
done a good act, but, great God! I 
soon saw that it was the worst blow 
ever struck for the South. 

Woll, Captain, I can talk now, and 
I did the best I could for the poor fel- 
low. I carried him something to eat 
and papers to read, and tried to keep 
him in * spirits until I got a chance 
‘to send him across the river. The 
country, as you know, was full of sol- 
diers and detectives, andI did not 
know how soon I could get him away.

I did not 
know Booth, but when Cox put him in 
my keeping nothing would have 
tempted me to betray him. I could 
have placed my hands on him, but 
honor and truth were worth more to me 
than the entire wealth of the Govern- 
ment. 

“IT have lived in plenty and I have 
lived in poverty, but God knows I have 
never betrayed a trust or done that 


which I believed dishonorable. While 


I was not ashamed of the part I played 
in that sad tragedy, I was never given 
to speaking of it. 1 preferred to have 


it buried with the past, and but for the 


mean little spite-work of Congressman 
Mudd this matter would never have 
come out. 

But to return to Booth and Herold. 
I did the best I could for them—gave 
them plenty to eat and waited m 
chance.

The fruits we use are also costing 
gold galore. Twice in the social his- 
tory of the Capital opulent hosts have 
floated strawberries. in their white 
wines when it cost 25 cents apiece to 
bring each berry from California to 
Washington. Ex-Senator Palmer, our 


guests to such a luxury last year, and 
this winter these 25-cent strawberries 
rolled over the palates and through the 
larynxes of Senator Stanford’s guests 
when he dined Mrs. Gen. Grant. 


From all accounts, that din- 
ner of Senator Stanford’s to 
Mrs. Grant was one to make 


your eyes bulge out and your mouth to 
water. There were only 18 guests, and 
they ate from plates of gold and silver.

A TWENTY-EIGHT-DOLLAR DINNER. 
The last Chinese Minister gave a 
dinner before he retired, at a cost of 
$28 per cover, and the wines used at 
the feast are not included in this esti- 
mate.

THE WIFE OF THE POSTMASTER-GEN- 
REAL. 


My first talk was with Mrs. John 
Wanamaker. She said: 
‘I attended a dinner the other night 
which required only one hour and ten 
minutes for the serving, aud it 
was one of the most delightful affairs 
of the season. The host told me that 
one hour was all he would allow his 
wife for dinner courses, but that she 
always took ten minutes’ grace. Of 
course the service must be faultless 
and the courses few, aod I am glad to 


this season. Washington people go so 
much in a season that they are too 
weary to remain long at table. Mr. 
Wanamaker thinks a dinner should 
not be given during the social season, 
for he says that people should be at 
their brightest and best at a dinner, 
which, according to his view, is the 
highest type.of entertaining.

MRS, JUSTICE FIELD. 

Mrs. Justice Field is also one of the 
most noted dinner-givers of the 
United States. She said: 

“Of course a dinner is the most ex- 
pensive entertainment that one can 
give. A luncheon would probably be 
next, for a tea costs me 
little. A good dinner can be served, 
if the host has his own chef, at $8 per 
cover. Of course that does not in- 
clude wines. They cost aboutas much 
per cover as the dinner itself.” 

MRS. JUSTICE MILLER, 

the wife of the senior Justice of the 
Supreme Court, was next interviewed. 
She said: ‘ 

“Entertainments dre not a whit 
more extravagant now than they were 
27 years ago, when I came to Washing- 
ton. I distinctly remember the ele- 

nce of the first dinner I attended. 
t was given by Chief Justice Chase, 
and he escorted me to the table. He 
was then a member of President 
Lincoln’s cabinet. Many a time since 
I have recalled the menu of that nigh 
and I do not think any subsequen 
dinner has surpassed it. Of course, 
there were no terrapin or canvas- 
backs, as people did not consider 
them a luxury then., The table ap 
pointments were sumptuous. There 
was one wine set of Bohemian glass 
that was the most beautiful thing 1 
ever saw on a Washington table. Mrs. 
Sprague reserved it when her father’s |. 
effects were sold. It was a dinner to eae 
be remembered,” sighed Mrs. Miller +! 
musingly. “We sat nearly three 
hours at the table. That reminds me 
of the modern fad, for it deserves no 
higher name, of rushing through a 
dinner in an hour and a half. It is an 
absurd custom. People do not go to 
dinner to feed, but to talk, and, if the 95 
courses are rushed through, a guest 
will not have time to raise his eyes 
from his plate. The feeding process 
is death to the success of any kind of 
entertainment. Positively, I have 
risen from a table hungry, although 
from twelve to fifteen courses had 
been put before me. We ought to 
take even a longer time to serve our 
dinners than the English, for we have

They told me that I could not 
do it, but I have, for I will not invite 
my friends toacrush.

whose charter expires in 1893, is now 
laying: pipe to secure a renewal of its 
charter by corrupting the voters of the 
State through the public school system. 
By the recent absconding of State 
Treasurer E. A. Burke with about five 
hundred thoysand dollars of the State 
funds, the general fund and the school 
fund have become somewhat reduced. 
The lottery company, though, like all 
corporations, is soulless, yet it is 
sympathetic—on the surface. It secured 
its charter in 1868,-through the appa- 
rently sympathetic dose of ‘‘donating’’ 
$40,000 a year to the New Orleans 
Charity Hospital; yet 15 per cent. was 
deducted from ‘évery prize. And, 
though the money came out of the 
pockets of the ‘prize-winners, the lot- 
tery company got the credit of a 
charity iv never extended. 
Under the present Constitution of 
Louisiana; adopted in 1879, lotteries 
are forever prohibited in this State 
after the expiration of the charter of 
the Louisiana Lottery Company, in 
1898. And as the Legislature, of 
course, cannot extend the life of this

Striking Collection of Pictures 
~An American School of Art—

the best that there isin art, and she 
reaches out appreciative hands to those 
who come to her able to interpret the 
subtle and mysterious harmonies that 
in various ways are combined in a per- 
fect picture. The physical phenomena 
of Nature must be understood by the 
artist if he would picture Nature as she 
is, and it is not every good colorist or 
draughtsman that is able to put a soul 
into the picture that he paints. A 
person might commit to memory the 


W. whole of Webster’s comprehensive 


dictionary, yet that alone would not 
enable himto writeagrand poem unless 
the soul of the poet were within him, 
any more than it would constitute 
a man an artist to be familiar 
with all the different shades of color, 
and be able to draw correctly the out- 
line of whatever lay before him. 
But art lovers in Los Angeles have 
now an opportunity to see some * — 
pictures. At Sanborn & Vail's galléry 
on Spring street there is an exhibition 
of paintings by James Fairman, A. M., 
which comniands more than ordinary 
interest, as an attempt by an Ameri- 
can, by over forty years of study. to 
combine the qualities of alf the foreign 
schoo 


tem. 

The fervent commendation of many 
of the best European authorities—in- 
cluding the London Art Journal—as to 
the success of the system asrepresented 
by the pictures on exhibition, seems to 
open a new field for the earnest and 
aspiring American student. 

Several qualities will be noticed as 

making almost a new departure in 
landscape and marine painting: the 
gain in the.illusion of sunlight and 
aerial perspective being conspicuous. 
The utter extinction of the familiar 
look of pigments in the qualified tones 
of Nature is another conspicuous inno- 
vation. 
A marine representing a water- 
logged vessel, towed by one of the 
small blade demons of steamers that 
haunt the British coast, gives a treat- 
ment of deep-sea. water almost start- 
ling in realism, while the heavy 
cumuli clouds roll in misty perspective 
over the chalk cliffs of the isle of 
Wight far away to the horizon; a 
gleam of sunlight floating down through 
a rift in the clouds upon the battered 
hulk, struggling through the heavy 
sea, givesa hopeful sentiment to the 
picture. 

“Old Arecton Church,“ in the Isle of 
Wight, gives the broadest pussible con- 
trast. Here we have an old English 
Christian ng nestled among ven- 
erable trees; the last gleam of the set- 
ting sun touching the old tower with a 
shower of golden light; a clear pool of 
water mirrors the landscape in its 
glassy bosom, while a parting ray of 
sunlight touches the grassy slope be- 
neath an aged tree; the whole scene 
telling of one of those restful spots, 
where for centuries the peasant walks

Melrose Abbey by Moonlight“ gives 
a treatment of the moon and sky ac- 
cording to the scientific canons of 
Helmholtz, of whose theories Mr. Fair- 
manis an enthusiastic devotee and 
student.

The 
same originality aud power mark them 
throughout. We speak only in com- 
mendation, because we desire to join 
the community in encouragement of a 
course of study and method of work 
that promises the possibility of an 
American school of art that will claim 
and hold an bonorable place in our 
western civilization, as well as before 
the world. The pictures will be on ex- 
hibition for the coming week, and

While there is a common ground on 
which these painters meet Millet and 
Corot, and even the sculptor of ani- 
mals-bimself, each, of these masters 
has, like Millett and Corot, his indi- 
vidual touch and separate way of re- 
garding Nature. Still, they may be 

racketed together apart from the 
others because they have in common a 
certain robust coloring, a masculine 
style of painting, and even a certain 
likeness in the tones which they gave 
by preference to their pictures. 


older master, but this comes from the 
fact that he died before our civil war, 
not because he was greatly the elder. 
He was born in Paris in, 1803. Jules 
Dupré was born at Nantes in 1812, so 
that he was only nine years younger. 
He lived until last summer, however, 
and we have in recent years seen 
paintings by him that. show plainly a 
defection from his earlier powers.
